Of Bills For 195 7 Consideration 


COLUMBUS, Ohio W — Ohio’s 
legislators 
were 
back 
in 
their 
hometowns today to put finishing 
touches on the final batch of bills 
they can introduce this session. 
The bfll introduction deadline is 
Tuesday. Until the last few days 
it appeared this session’s total 
would fall far short of last year’s 
record 1.355. At the moment the 
19 5 7 total is 851. 
The pace 
of bill 
introduction 
stepped up considerably his week 
with 201 offered in the House and 
Senate. 
Deadline day in 1955 saw 434 
bills 
introduced. 
91 
of 
which 
eventually became law. 
Only 331 of the total 1955 crop— 
slightly less than 25 per cent— 
ever became law. 
With the complication of bill in­ 
troduction out of the way, law 
mak ers will start action on meas­ 
ures offered earlier. 
Senate Majority Leader C. Stan­ 
ley Mechem says the Senate plans 
to vote on at least one measure 
day 
starting 
Wednesday. 
The 
House already ha s approved a 
handful of its own measures and 
feot them to the Senate. 
Interest Thursday centered on 
£ proposal to do away with the 
stamp system in the collection of 
Ohio’s 3 per cent sales tax. 
The sales tax bill faces a highly 
Uncertain future. It was introduc­ 
ed by Reps. Fred Cassel (R-Wyan- 
dot» , Louis J. Schneider Jr. (R- 
Hamilton) 
and Frances McGov­ 
ern (D-Summit). 
They said the change could save 
the state 11 million badly needed 
dollars a year. It would be a 
three-way saving: 
The cost of 
printing the stamp, elimination of 
a 2 per cent discount to vendors 
and elimination of stamp redem- 
tion. 
The

was 
started in 1939 as an aid to en­ 
forcement of the tax collection. 
Charitable groups have been the 
principal beneficiaries. They have 
netted tidy sums by collecting 
huge 
batches 
of the cancelled

Gov. C. William O’Neill, who 
clearly doesn't want to be in the 
position of supporting an indirect 
tax increase after painting a rosy 
picture of the state’s financial pos­ 
ition in his budget message, de­ 
clined comment on the sales tax 
p r op os a l .

Thank s to television, which now is rework ing

about methods of law, with judges, juries and 
rules of evidence. 
Long after the West had been tamed to 
work in harmony with law, lynch mobs still 
were running loose in the South. Even today, 
recourse to direct violence is not unk nown. 
This might well be the back ground for all 
discussion of attemp ts to win support for law 
and order in the world — attemp ts infuriating 
to everybody inclined to trust in tooth-and-claw 
« solutions. 
; 
No popularity awaits the champion of law 
6n<i order — nothing but slanders and insults 
by d xect actionists who would p refer to drop a 
; bomb, string up a few “outlaws," or organize 
a posse. 
• 
They have no use for roundabout methods: 
f they would p refer to start shooting. Yet, when 
Circumstances would mak e them the targets 
instead of the shooters, they, too, develop a 
f lively interest in legality.

When will international law and order finally 
' be accepted? It is unwise to expect too much 
j too soon.

That’s the real story of what’s 
back of the high budget. And the 
lesson to be learned is never to 
start any new line of commitments 
such as federal aid to school con­ 
struction, unless 
the 
American 
people, with their eyes wide open, 
realize that this means a constant­ 
ly 
increasing 
expenditure 
in­ 
definitely and not merely, as has 
been rep resented, 
a temp orary 
plan for “just a few years." 
The best way to explain the 
nature of these older commitments 
and what they mean in the course 
of only three years is to examine 
the expenditures for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1954 and note the 
increases that have been made in 
those same items for the fiscal 
year begining July 1, 1957. 


IN THIS SHORT interval here 
are some of the increases: 
1. Approximately 2.7 billion dol­ 
lars is the result of increases for 
military operations and upk eep, 
military housing and bases, mili­ 
tary research, maintenance of re­ 
serve forces, including one item of 
an additional 124 million dollars 
for- pensions for retired military 
personnel and another increase of 
483 million to develop the atom. 
2. Another huge addition — 4.04 
billion dollars — has come about 
p rimarily because of a 3.7 billion 
dollar increase in pensions for re­ 
tired 
w or k e r s , 
widows 
and 
orphans, the needy aged, the blind 
and the disabled and a series of 
items such as 200 million for school 
construction and 132 million for 
medical research. 
There is an increase of 17 mil­ 
lion for school lunches, which now 
are to cost 100 million dollars a 
year, and, if anybody in Congress 
proposes to cut out this last sum, 
he will get into trouble politically

home,

k nows American p arents aren’t 
starving and can afford to pay a 
few cents a day to the school to 
p rep are hot lunches for their chil­ 
dren.

WELFARE 
expendi­ 
tures of different k inds add up to 
an increase of 347 million over 
what was being spent three years 
ago for the same things. 
3. Now in another category — 
veterans’ benefits — there’s a total 
increase of 591 million dollars and 


it’s hard for congressmen to vote 
to cut that down. 
4. In the aid given to the farm­ 
ers, the total is up 455 million 
over what it was three years ago. 
5. In the internationol p rograms, 
diplomatic activities show an in­ 
crease of 440 million but, even fig­ 
uring this in and noting that eco­ 
nomic aid has come down by 25 
million dollars since 1954, it would 
ap p ear that the net increase for 
foreign aid is about 415 million. 
This excludes an item of 500 mil­ 
lion which the U. S. government 
will be spending to redeem its p re­ 
viously given notes of that amount 
to the international monetary fund. 
Presumably these notes could be 
floated in the open mark et and an 
equal sum collected. 
6. Interest on the public debt has 
gone up 834 million dollars and 
there is an item of 940 million in­ 
crease for general management 
costs in government. 


7. ANOTHER GROUP of pro­ 
posed expenditures listed in the 
budget includes» 1.08 billion for 
highways, about 623 million for 
housing, and 212 million to pro­ 
mote aviation, with a couple items 
of added expense in disaster re­ 
lief amounting to 61 million and 
53 million for civil defense against 
possible atom attack s. 
What it all adds up to is about 
12.5 billion dollars more than was 
being spent three years ago and a 
large p art of it is directly related 
to congressional commitments to 
projects and policies initiated long 
before the p resent administration 
came into power. 
The annual expense now grows 
because prices have risen and 
costs are higher than ever before. 
Also, 
as 
the 
population 
in­ 
creases, there are more individ­ 
uals retired, more who are en­ 
titled to pensions and more chil­ 
dren who attend schools and need 
free lunches, and so on all along 
the line. 
Once Congress starts a line of 
federal expenditure, each Congress 
is up against the question either 
of stopping the whole p roject or 
meeting the added expense that 
each year brings. 


THE WHOLE TROUBLE is that, 
in the New Deal and Fair Deal 
years, 
elections 
were 
won 
by 
claiming that humanitarianism de­ 
manded all these “welfare" pro­ 
grams and now the uninformed 
voters — in a prosperous country, 
with states, cities and counties 
that ought to be able to tak e care 
of their own obligations in these 
fields of welfare — have put the 
major burden on the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The outlay is growing and grow­ 
ing, and there will be no tax re­ 
lief till* the country discovers that 
the federal government really can­ 
not afford to k eep an paying for 
things the local units of govern­ 
ment ought really to be doing for 
their citizens. 
The chances are the local units 
would do it more economically, 
too,, because they are closer to the 
p icture but when Washington is 
doling out the money, every p art 
of the country has its hand out to 
get its share of the “giveaways."

OTTAWA 
The largest scheme of official aid 
to Canadian culture and higher 
education ever undertak en in the 
dominion’s history is about to be 
launched. 
A bill will shortly become law7 
after passing through Parliament, 
empowering the government to es­ 
tablish an organization k nown as 
the Canada Council. The Council is 
to be endowed by the government 
with 100 million dollars cap ital— 
a great deal of money for a na-j 
tion of only just over 16 million 
people. 
This is the Liberal p arty admin­ 
istration’s answer — strategically 
timed a matter of week s before a 
general election — to well - worn 
charges that Canada is neglecting 
its cultural life in obsession with 
material progress. 
It is also a step to counter what 
has become k nown as “the univer­ 
sities’ crisis” — the swamping of 
university facilities by a rapidly 
growing population. 
The minister of finance is to pay 
the council two sep arate sums of 
50 million dollars. One will create 
an endowment fund for the coun­ 
cil’s own use in fostering the arts, 
humanities and social sciences. 
The other will be k nown as the 
“University Capital Grants Fund." 
There are no strings attached 
which might raise fears the gov­ 
ernment is moving obliquely to­ 
ward control of this young coun­ 
try’s intellectual thought processes. 
Management of the whole capital 
is to be in the 21-member council’s 
ow7n hands, with the “advice” of 
an investment committee, p art of 
whose membership will be govern­ 
ment-appointed. 
For the university fund it is* 
stipulated the money can be in­ 
vested only in Canadian govern­ 
ment bonds and securities. 
Deep concern is felt here over 
the prospect of universities being 
unable to k eep p ace with the ris­ 
ing population. 
The challenge to improve that 
proportion, not merely maintain it, 
is urgently realized. 
The University Capital Grants 
Fund is intended as a spark ing 
move to encourage provinces, com-

munities and industries to raise 
comp arable funds. 
Council grants will be devoted 
especially to aiding universities 
and institutions of higher learning 
with building projects. 
No time limit is placed on dis­ 
tribution of grants to universities. 
But Prime Minister Louis St. Lau­ 
rent remark ed recently that he ex­ 
pected the fund to be used up in 
10 years. 
Distribution of grants will be de­ 
cided on a simple population for­ 
mula, provinces receiving sums 
according to the proportion of the 
nation's population living within 
their boundaries.

McClellan, has done the sp ade­ 
work that k nock ed out of govern­ 
ment such high officials as Sec­ 
retary of the Army Harold Talbott 
and

Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Robert Tripp

DURING ALL these investiga­ 
tions, young Kennedy has had a 
quiet back er in the audience—his 
wife, the former Ethel Shak el of 
Greenwich, Conn. 
She expects to be p resent at 
all the public hearings on labor 
rack eteering, which are expected 
to last at least a year.
